Counseling for seniors of Saginaw High School has as its objectives the development of good school leadership 
by the senior class and preparation for their successful graduation and activities after graduation. 

Senior counseling necessarily includes matters connected with the general activities and projects of the school, 
but for the most part it follows a pattern to give each individual senior a broader conception of his responsibilities, 
his possibilities, and his public relations. 

Early in the senior year the counseling presents the picture of a successful senior year scholastically. The first 
subjects considered are the levels of graduation and the rank in the graduation class. 

Seniors are encouraged in trying for graduation in one of the three highest levels; that is, with high honor, 
with honor, with recommendation.

With the exception of a few persons, everyone in 
the Auditorium audience received instruction frorA 
the beloved Macy at some time during her 47 yrs 
of service as a Saginaw High teacher. 


The portrait, enlarged from a snapshot taken of her 
by Mr. Harald Poulson, faculty photographer director 
of the Aurora, was taken with the school's newly- 
acquired Graflex. It had been explained to Miss 
Kitchen that the sitting, for which she had been asked 
to pose, was to be a "tryout" of the new camera! 


An only child, Macy Kitchen has lived with Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Y. Wynkoop, 414 Carroll, since the death 
of her mother 26 years ago. Mr. and Mrs. Wynkoop's 
grandson, John Benjamin IV of Ann Arbor, unveiled 
the portrait. 


A teacher at Saginaw since 1900, Miss Kitchen now 
serves as the beloved Senior Counselor to the third 
generation of Saginawians to pass through Trojan 
halls. The Alumna Recognition, delivered by Ralph 
Rupp, Trojan Journalism pupil, stressed this through- 
out, as did the prelude of former. Governor Wilbur 
M. Brucker's '12, address on Good Government in

The Senior class of 1920, after a highly successful financial year, decided to turn over $250 to the Alumni 
Association trustees to serve as the foundation for a fund to be called the “Alumni Scholarship.” Profits from football 
games, plays, and the yearbooks were added to the fund until April, 1935. Then, by court action, the United Advisory 


Scholarship commission came into permanent possession of the money. They were instructed to make awards only 
to Saginaw High School graduates. 


Today Alumni Scholarship winners are selected jointly upon recommendation of the faculty and the United 
Scholarship Commission. The selection is based on character, scholastic standing, participation and achievement in 
various recognized school activities; quality of leadership, regard for authority, evidence of future public spirit, sense 


of service; all elements which make for a thorough and constructive American citizen. Scholarships are awarded only 
as funds are available. 


Last year this honor was shared by Donna Munson, Joan MacMurray, and Bonnie Scogin who received $200 each, 


and Graham Stoner, who received $250. Donna is now attending Michigan State; Joan, Ypsilanti Normal; Bonnie, 
Michigan State; and Graham, Bay City Junior college.

Winning over Arthur Hill, 32-0, in the Annual Turkey day tussle—the worst defeat suffered by Arthur Hill this 
year and the widest margin of victory scored by either team іп the classic since 1927— Saginaw clinched third place 
in the Valley last Fall. Frank Somerfield was hero of the day, scoring four touchdowns and an extra point to take 
the League scoring crown with 49 points. The Trojans piled up 349 yards, 308 by running attack and 41 yards on 
a pass, to hold Arthur Hill to a mere 91 yard passing and running attack. 


Coach Korf had great praise for his linemen, pointing out that Tackles Jerry Wolf and Paul Latimer and Center 


Frank Bradley were outstanding. It was their vicious, hard blocking that paved the way to victory for the Black and 
Gold. 


Tailback Leo Rousseau and Tackle Paul Latimer were chosen for the Associated Press All-State third team, and 
Tackle Jerry Wolf and Center Frank Bradley received honorable mentions. 


All-Valley selections included Latimer and Rousseau, first team; Jerry Wolf, second; Frank Somerfield, Wally 
Grzesiak and Frank Bradley, honorable mentions.

Sharing a three-way third place deadlock іп the Valley, Saginaw concluded her '48 cage season with an 8-10 record, 
including three holiday and one Regional tournament game, besides two non-league classics. 


Trojans found the going rough from the start, partly due to their big lack in height compared to the stature of 
players from other schools. They dropped three straight before earning a victory in the Holiday tournaments at 
Arthur Hill, over Grand Rapids Catholic Central. 


Despite the season’s showing, the Trojans accomplished a feat that will stand in the record books: their first 
victory over Arthur Hill since the West Side school was constructed seven years ago. 

Junior Leon Smith copped Valley scoring honors with 151 points and led the team with 200 for the 18 games. 
Frank Somerfield, smallest center in the Valley, played good ball, netting 145 for the year. Don Rousseau came 
through with 93; Charley Rank, 60; Jim Stoddard, 83; Claude Mendell, 70; Cole Stevenson, 73; John Wheeler, 17;

Counseling in the Eleventh Grade is handled through weekly group meetings in the Home Room or through in- 
dividual conferences with the pupil. While all counseling deals with character development, the main stress in this 
grade is on CONDUCT and BEHAVIOR, emphasizing such characteristics as honesty, dependability, loyalty to one’s 
self and to the school, co-operation, courtesy, and good leadership; in fact, all characteristics that would be of value in 
the development of good leadership for the civic community. 


Other important items discussed in these weekly group meetings are: 

“The School Code, ‘Order With Freedom and Courtesy’,” its true meaning and how each one could apply it in 
his daily life; 

“The Jones’ Personality Chart" or "The Pupil Profile", with the list of qualities stressed and how these affect the 
future lives of each one; 

“The Personal File", what it contains and how significant it is in the life of each pupil; 

"Camp Minniwanca", how it operates and how Juniors are selected for it; 


"Wolverine Boys' State", its purpose in developing the best in leadership through actual participation from a 
political point of view, and how boys are selected for it. 


Through individual conferences, a pupil is able to discuss more personal things with the teacher and each gets 
to know the other better. Many difficulties are cleared up through these personal conferences and much good is 
accomplished.

When a Sophomore enters Senior high school, he naturally is confronted by many problems of adjustment: 
adjustment to a new school with customs and traditions new to him, a new routine, and a new course of study. To 
help him in making this adjustment, Saginaw High school has a counseling system. Sophomores are divided into 
home rooms of about thirty students each. To each room a member of the faculty is assigned as adviser. Once 


a week these groups meet to talk over various matters of concern to Sophomores. The material to be discussed E

these weekly meetings is outlined by the grade counselor. |

Three objectives аге emphasized іп the counseling material: first, the development of good school citizenship 
and morale; second, instruction about school routine and the multiplicity of matters Sophomores have to learn abou 
their new school and their part in it; and third, guidance in choosing a course of study adapted to each student’s 
ability and future plans. 


In addition to these weekly discussions, each Sophomore has an individual, often several, conferences, with hi 
advisor in order to plan, completely and in detail, the subjects he will take in each of the six semesters of his high 


school course. Though later changes may be necessary, every student, in his Sophomore year, fills out this Plan of 
Work. ^ 


Usually the same adviser remains with his group for at least two years. When problems arise, it is the advisor 
who should first be consulted by parents or teachers.
